he lighted his castle with gas. The 
fame year William Murdock of Blr- 
"nilnglram, England, lutroduced gns as 
'a light in his workshops at Rodruth 
aud Cornwall. 


As Mr. Murdock was the Drst man 


to reap any commercial beheflt from 
the discovery 'of the use of Illuminat- 
ing gns, he may properly he accredited 
ss the father of modern public utili- 
ties. In 1S13 London bridge was illu- 
minated by gas, nnd five years later 
gas was in general use throughout tlie 
main part of London.

Gregory, blsbo'p of Caesnrea, zealous 
for the conversion of pagans, found 
them unwilling to give up their cus- 
tomary' recreations at the festivals of 
their gods, so, taking a leaf out of 
their book, he Instituted festivals In 
honor of saints nnd martyrs. This ox- 
ample'soon, led to the institution of_ 
holy days, now corrupted into holi- 
days. In old almanacs all such holy 
days were set forth In red Ink, the 
rest being In black; hence the term 
"red letter day" for any notable occa- 
sion. Others say that the origin of the 
expression Is much more recent nnd Is 
due to the fact that Saints' dny, the 
Cth of November, the king's birthday 
and accession nnd King Charles' dny 
-were similarly marked off In red as 
holidays for the Bank of England, evi- 
dently in the times of the later Stuarts.
